Amundsen Expedition to 
Unknown Arctic Areas.

FALMOUTH, Engiand, April 9%. 
-—CGrettir <Algarsson, the young 
British Columbian, who hopes to 
beat Capt. Raold Amundsen, the 
Norwegian explorer, in an alr race 
to the North Pole, using a smal! 
airship of the blimp type, will 
leave Falmouth Sunday tn hie litt! 
exploration atreraft for Liverpo >! 
where the ship wil] be finally fitted 
out. He plans to start on the dash 
for the pole the latter part of this 
month. 

“Our expedition is a sporting 
and scientific one, and ‘s purely a 
British show with the main idea te 
beat Amundsen to the pole anid 
place the British flag there,” said 
Algarsson today. 

Algarsson's principal Meutensnt 
will be Commander Frank Arthie 
Worsley, who was Sir Ernest 
Shackleton's sailing master on the 
expeditions by the Endurance and 
the Quest to the Antarctic. 

It was Worsley who. when the 
Endurance was lost and her me 
marooned on Elephant Island in 
the Antarctic, navigated a small 
open boat only partly covered with 
rotting canvas more than 700 
miles through the gales and grin-1- 
ing ice packs to the cAast of the 
island of South Georgia. where he 
obtained help for his comrades 
Flight Lieutenant Humphrey 
Humphreies will pilot the airship 
in the dash for the pole. 

Another veteran polar explorer 
aboard will be W. J. Marr. the 
“Scout Marr” of Shackleton’s ja! 
expedition. Young Marr has bes. 
gradutaed early from Aberdeen 
University so he may accompany 
Algarsson as assistant blologist ren- 
resenting Iiverpool Univers't, 
Marr, with one other voungst«r.

BERLIN, April >The candle 
dacy of Fjeld Marsha! von Hinden- 
burg, leader of the German forces 
in the World War, for the preai- 
dency Germany, gives new life 


to what seemed the hopeless cam- 
paign of the monarchista. 
Until yesterday the election of 
Wilhelm Marx, former Centrist 
Chancellor, who is the candidate 
of the Weimar coalition of repup- 
licaps, seemed assured, but hig 
supporters now foresee a hard pat- 
tle for the balloting of April 26, 
when a plurality will be eufficient 
to elect. The third candidate is 
Ernst Thaelmann, communist. 
Von Hindenburg’s acceptance 
came after three days of stubborn 
refusal and it placed Foreign Min- 
ister Stresemann and his People’s 
party in a difficult position. For 
the sole purpose of keeping the 
Right parties from appearing ridic- 
ulous, Stresemann consented to the 
nomination. He was sure Von Hine 
denburg would. refuse. 
Messenger Sent to Wilhelm. 
Simultaneously with the pressure 
exercised on Von Hindenburg, the 
Nationalists dispatched a messen- 
ger to Doorn to prevail upon for- 
mer Kaiser Wilhelm to give hie 
consent to Von Hindenburg’s ac- 
ceptance. As bait the Nationalists 
held out to the Kaiser the pros- 
pect of a monarchist restoration 
with the election of the Field Mare 
shal to the presidency. 
Von Hindenburg enters the came 
paign with the Reichs bloc badly 
torn asunder by conflict between 
the Nationalists and the People's 
party. To what extent the Peo- 
ple’s party actually will suppors 
him remains to be seen. 
Von Hinderburg, with his various 
Party support, is more than 1,500,< 
000 votes behind Marx, taking the 
returns of March 29 as a basis. The 
Nationalists hope he will swing the 
majority of the absentee vote. 


Jasue Now Clear. 

One positive advantage of Von 
Hindenburg’s nomination is that it 
makes the issue of the campaign 
clear, unambiguous — monarchy — 
versus republic. 


Von Hindenburg was 77 years 
old last Oct. 2. He was Germany's 
great hero in the World War, but 
it is generally understood that 
Gen. Ludendorff was really the 
leader of the German army. Ac- 
cording to Maximilian Hardin, 
Von Hindenburg “signed all Luden- 
dorff's orders.”
